In 1708 tnere was au outbreak which 
exceeded any preceding It, nnd the «ar 
lasted three years, when both sides be- 
ing exhausted and the forces ot the 
crown f«r from their base, peace was 
concluded, whkh lasted null! 17S1. 


"Poring this period of quiet, towns 


sprang up In the Yaqul river valley, and 
plantations blossomed alt over the 
lower part of Sonora. Gradually, th* 
Taqnl saw their lands slipping away 
from them, and once men they began j 
war, without warning, within the next 
yenr th»y destrojed more than a score 
of towns odd Ullages, virtually all of 
which, except Attar and Alamos, are 
still In ruins the white people hating j 
feared to rebuild them during all the 
140 years which hare succeded since 
that tlm<\ 


The Twenty-Six Years' War. 


"TJp to 1832 warfare was Intermit- 


tent, but constant, not a year going by 
without Its foray by the Taqul, or an 
expedition against them by federal 
foroes by the many governments which 
alternately ruled In Mexico. The fight! 
against the Spanish governors «»* 
transferred, whole-heartedly, and with 
the unanimous consent of the tribe, to 
their successors of the Mexican pot- 
ernment, when the nation won Its Inde- 
pendence from Spain, and continued 
until tbe powerful den. Jose Drrea 
patched up another peace treaty, which 
held until the French invasion. Inter- 
nal quarrels kept so many troops in tbe 
field that no further attempt was made 
to tnke lands from tbe Yaqul, and tbey 
remained quietly In the Taqul river 
valley, mere watchers of tbe conflict 
for state control on the plains and In 
the valleys below.
